Mrs. 
Nancy Ochsner. whose hus- 


band formerly was a member of the 
faculty of Stanford University, a geol- 
ogist of some prominence, was arreut- 
pd recently after her automobile had 
crashed into another, injuring its wo- 
man occupant. She was charged with 
driving- while intoxicated. 
Her hus- 


band, feeling keenly the humiliation 
of the situation, took their children 
and went away, leaving her to face 
the music—alone and penniless. How 
thoroughly she has "paid" is graphi- 
cally told in her lawyers' plea for 
leniency after 
she had 
been con- 


victed. 
"This woman, because of one un- 


fortunate inistep,' 'he said, "now has 
neither home, husband, nor children. 
\A"ithout funds, unable to earn a live- 
lihood, she is dependent on such char- 
ity as a few distant relatives may »how 
her. Immediately after the tragic ac- 
cident her husband closed their home 
and went away., taking the children 
with him. The children have been 
placed in private schools where the 
mother is not permitted to see them. 
A divorce and their custody now is 
being sought in Los Angeles." 


The court, in passing sentence, ex- 


pressed 
accord 
with the 
lawyer's 


plea, but said the law gave him no 
alternative but to fine Mrs. Ochsner 
the minimu mfine—$500.

pav. she was sent to jail. 
The other woman who transgressed 


and paid, and still is paying, is Mrs. 
Hugo N. Orr. wife of a Berkeley law- 
yer. 
Their intimate friends believed 


them ideally mated. 
They had two 


small children. 
Then one night Mrs. Orr surrep- 


tiously went for an automobile ride 
\vith "another man. 
The car broke 


down. 
Bandits came along, robbed 


her escort and kidnapped Mrs.I Orr. 
Later they threw her from their car 
and she was found unconscious at the 
roadside. Her husband found her at 
the police station, where she had giv- 
en a fictitious name.

that followed, Orr stood by his wife. 
He declared she had had his consent 
to go for the ride. According to the 
police, he "lied like,a ggnflemap-" 
The other man said that-if Orr di- 


vorced Mrs. Orr he would marry her. 

In it he made no men- 
tion o fa co-respondent. He merely 
alleged incompatibility.

drooped out of sight.
